ALLIED FORCE HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN NORTH AFRICA, Dec. 
3 (AP).—The Allied command an- 
nounced today that a second enemy 
attack on a larger scale than. that 
of yesterday was repulsed today 
with considerable destruction of 
enemy equipment, 

It was the second counterattack 
in two days reported by the com- 
mand.

The action again took place in 


the area of Tebourba, 20 miles! 
twest of Tunis and 35 miles south 


of Bizerte. 

The Allied command also an- 
nounced there was fighting on the 
western outskirts of Djedeida, near 
the capital, Tunis. 

(Earlier in the week, fighting 
was reported east of Dijedeida, so 
today’s communique indicates a 
loss of ground by the Allies.) 

Heavy aerial pounding of the 
Axis forces at Bizerte and Tunis 
continued, the communique said. 

“Raids on docks and airdromes 
at Bizerte and the.airdrome at 
Tinis have been made both by 
day and night,” the communique

“Much damage has been done to 
both airdromes, especially at Tunis, 
and many enemy aircraft on the 
ground have been destroyed.” 

The communique announced that 
three enemy destroyers had been 


sunk or left burning wrecks and 


four enemy merchant vessels, of 


— which two apparently were troop- 


ships, had been sunk or damaged 
in an Allied attack on a strongly- 
escorted enemy convoy between 
Tunisia and Sicily last Tuesday 
night. 

The convoy was sighted Monday 
by air reconnaissance and contact 
was made by the naval forces 
shortly after midnight, the com- 
munique said.

ingredients, candy manufacturers 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day. 

General rationing of supplies due 
to limited wartime shipping fa- 
cilities has reduced the quota of 
chocolate. to about 60 per cent, 
and of sugar to 70 per cent, of 
last year’s stock.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (AP). 
IBERIA, on’ the strategic

In the sharp night action, 
which followed interception of 
the Japanese force by a United 
States task force, one American 
cruiser was sunk and other 
United States vessels were dam- 
aged, the Nav ysaid. No word 
as to the number of casualties 
has been received, nor were ¥ 
types of the damaged ships 
dicated. 

No Soldiers Landed, 

The possibility that the two 
troop transports were heavily 
loaded with Japanese soldiers 
headed for the battle on Guadal- 
carial was seen in reports that no 
soldiers were landed, Such trans 
ports could carry a total of be- 
tween four and five thousand men. 
(The Japanese broadcast today a 
claim that an Allied battleship, a 
cruiser of the Augusta class and 
two destroyers were sunk on the 
night of Nov. 30 off Guadalcanal.) 
The Navy told of the battle in a 
communique which said that the

Troops Ride Atop Ar- 
mored Vehicles, Rake 
Germans With Tommy 
Gun Fire—New Height 


Taken at Stalingrad.

MOSCOW; Dec. 3 (AP).—White- 
clad Russian ski troops pressed 
the Nazis back on blizzard-swept 
battlefields west of Moscow today 
while between the Don and Volga 
the Red Army steadily tightened 
pressure on Stalingrad’s imperiled 
besiegers from recaptured heights 
northwest and southwest of the 
city. 

Dispatches gave tKis account of 
the steadily mounting Russian 
winter drive: 

South of Leningrad and west of 
Moscow ski troopers armed with 
tommy guns clashed with Nazi Al- 
pinist reinforcements in some of 
the fiercest fighting of the last two 
weeks amid snow-blanketed Nazi 
tanks and trucks, now often aban- 
doned. 

New Gain at Stalingrad. 

On the Stalingrad front the Ger- 
mans were resisting stubbornly, 
and the Russian onslaught there 
went into its third week slowed 
but unstopped. 

The noon communique said Sov- 


fet troops stormed and held an- 
other strategic, height northwest 


of the city. This, with the height 


| southwest of Stalingrad which was 


reported yesterday as recaptured, 
gave the Russians a field of fire 
over at least part of the German 
corridor of escape or reinforce- 
ment to Stalingrad. 

The Germans rushed reinforce- 
ments into at least three key sal- 
ients in a desperate effort to halt 
the Russian advance, 

Strong forces of German Alpin- 
ists went into action east of Veli- 
kie Luki. Other special units ap- 
peared south of Rzhev where the 
Germans were trying to regain 
control of vital sections of the 
Rzhev-Vyazma rail line. Rein- 
forcements also stiffened the Nazi 
defense outside Stalingrad between 
the Don and Volga. 

Reds Report Don Victory. 

Here the Nazi corridor was be- 
ing pinched from the northwest 
and southwest, along the banks of 
the Don. The army newspaper 
Red Star reported a crossing of the 
Don in one place where the Rus- 
sians won a hard-earned victory in 
a large scale battle for a series of 
villages centering around Verkhne- 
Guilovsky. This presumably was 
along the north side of the corri- 
dor where dispatches indicated 
that the German lines were in a 
bad way. 

Most of the German reserves 
apparently were being thrown into 
action along the southern side of 
the corridor where. the Russians 
were pressing an effort to cut off 
the escape of strong Nazi forces 
still lodged in parts of Stalingrad. 

In the Rzhev and Velikie Luki 
sector of the central. front  bliz- 
gards, increasing in ferocity, 
slowed the movements but made 
no less Savage the clashing of tank 
colum®#s. 

The Government newspaper Iz- 
vestia reported from the front that 
Germans were abandoning some of 
their mechanized equipment in the 
snowdrifts as they retreated. 

Fierce Fighting for Villages. 

As the tanks rumbied against 
each other in the area of Velikie 
Luki, the important railway junc- 
tion stjll held by the Nazis, Soviet 

—* fought hand to hand with the 

Alpinists. In that sector 520 
mths bodies were left at one 
spot and more than 1500 in anoth- 
er, Izvestia said. 

Red Star reported that Soviet 
ski troopers, riding atop tanks 
from village to village, met an 
enemy: company and “awful de- 
struction followed with the whole 
German company being ground in 
the snow beneath the tanks while 
the ski troops raked the rest of 
its ranks with tommy gun fire.” 

Some villages were reported to 
have changed hands as many as 10 
times. 


On the Stalingrad front, the Rus- 
sians reported that heavy Soviet 
artillery pounded the Germans 
from the west bank of the Don, 
while Red tanks on the east bank 
smashed into the Nazis’ front lines 


‘and won control of the junction 


which commands the “eScape” cor- 
ridor from Stalingrad. —

The midnight communique re- 
ported more than 3800 Axis troops 
killed and noted “stubborn enemy 
resistance” to new advances yester- 
day. 

Five hundred Germans were 
killed in operations southwest of 
Stalingrad, where Soviet troops 
i consolidated positions, it said.

Not Ready for Self)

LONDON, Dec. 3 (AP).—Reply- 
ing authoritatively to criticism of 
Britain’s imperial policy, Lord 
Cranborne declared today that “the 
British Colonial Empire is not com- 
ing to an end.” 

“The work we have to do is only 
beginging,” the House of Lords was 
told by Cranborne, retiring Col- 
onial Secretary who replaced Sir 
Stafford Cripps as Lord Privy Seal 
in the recent Cabinet shakeup. 

“We citizens of the British Em- 
pire have a mission to perform ... 
essential to the welfare of the 
world ... to insure the survival of 
the way of life for which the Unit- 
ed Nations are fighting and in 
harmony with the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter, 

“In that great mission ‘we must 
not and shall not fail.” 

Mentioned as a possible succes- 
sor to Lord Linlithgow, retiring 
Viceroy of India, Lord Cranborne 
presented a detailed report on the 
colonial empire in answer to Lord 
Listowel’s motion for a statement 
on colonial policy, 

Considered Answer to Critics. | 

bservers said they -presumed 
Cranborne’s remarks were aimed at 
critics, including Wendell L. Will- 
kie, who have directly or indirect- 
ly accused Britain of fighting to 
preserve the imperial status quo 
and demanded clarification of her 
postwar intentions. 

“Let us not forget,” Lord Cran- 
borne said, “that what stood be- 
tween Hitler and absolute victory 
in 1940 after: the fall of France was 
not Britain, an isolated island 
standing alone in the sea, but the 
Brittsh Empire, that common- 
wealth of free peoples. and depen- 
dencies which only clung closer as 
the danger grew. 

“We say, and truly, that the ul- 
timate objective of our policy is to 
promote self-government in the 
colonies.” 

He added, however, that although 
democracy works well in the United 
States, Scandinavia, Belgium and 
Holland it is “the most difficult of 
all political systems” which in some 
other countries, even of Europe, 
has not proved strikingly success- 
ful. 


“Therefore is it not surprising 
if many of the peoples of the Brit- 
ish Colonial Empire are not yet 
ready for self-government,” Lora 
Cranborne said. 

He forecast that the colonial em- 
pire would follow the lead of the 
old colonies in Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa, 
which have grown into self-govern- 
ing nations on an equality with 
Britain, 

Cabinet Shuffle Rumors. 

Political observers speculated to- 
day on reports that Prime Miinster 
Churchill had asked Sir Archibald 
Sinclair, the Air Minister, to go 
to India as Viceroy, and that an- 
other shuffling, bringing Lord 
Beaverbrook back into the Cabinet, 
was in the making. 

‘The presence of Sir Archibald 
John Clark Kerr, Ambassador to 
Moscow, in .London on an “indefi- 
nite leavé” also caused specula- 
tion.

The destroyers and their fighter 
scrétn were sighted in midafter- 
noon Tuesday coming from New 
Britain.

B-25s came in and made a direct 
‘hit on one destroyef but the flotil- 
la continued its zigzag way to- 
wards New Guinea. we 

By nightfall, the Japanese ves 
sels were approaching the Papuan 
coast and the Allied planes began 
to pound them anew, bombing and 
machine-gunning the destroyers 
and small craft which were seen 
at one point clustered around the 
warships. The withdrawal fol- 
lowed. 

The Allied ground troops, mean- 
while, drove directly through to 
the beach on the northern end of 
the front and penetrated to the 
outskirts of Buna village on the 
southern flank, after the enemy 
positions were blasted by shells 
and bombs and sprayed by ma- 
chine-gun bullets from low-flying 
planes. 

Resistance by the Japanese was 
fierce. 

Near Gona, an Australian unit 
captured a Japanese command 
post, killing 34 enemy soldiers in 
a closé-quarter fight. At this posi- 
tion the Australians captured 40 
Bren light machineguns, which

National Association of Manufac- 
turers in its annual convention to- 
day adopted a resolution. proposed 
by its Committee on Industrial Re- 
lations asserting strife is caused by 


decisions by the War Labor 
Board and other Government agen- 
cies handling labor problems.” 
The resolution was unanimously 
adopted by a voice vote after read- 
ing by Reuben B. Robertson, chair- 
man of the committee, who is ex- 
ecutive vice-presidént of Cham- 
}pion Paper and Fibre Co., Canton, 
N. C. The resolution follows: 
“The United States is involved in 
a grim and terrible war. The win- 
ning of it will be brutally hard, but 
it must be won. No effort that 
will hasten victory must be spared; 
no obstacle that stands in the path 
of complete and final victory can 
be tolerated. That is the temper of 
the nation. 

“Production alone can’t win the 
war, but the war can’t be won 
without production. Management 
fully realizes this. Labor and man- 
agement have accomplished, much. 
They can and will do more if posi- 
tive action is taken to eliminate 
the impediments now hampering 
production. 

Calls for Im 
“Government activities: Strife is 
bred of biased, confusing and extra- 
legal decisions by the War Labor 
Board and other Government agen- 
cies handling labor problems. 
These agencies should scrupulously 
conform to the Constitution and 
duly enacted laws and should be 
impartial in all their activities as 
befits the umpire. 

“Right to work: Everyone 
throughout the land—except cur- 
rent offenders—condemns strikes. 
There is no labor issue on which 
the public feels so _ strongly. 
Strikes have been reduced, but the 
fact remains that bottleneck 
strikes still cripple the war effort. 
The time has come when labor 
must stop all strikes hindering 
war production. . 
“Jurisdictional disputes between 
rival unions impair war production 
and should be stopped. 

“There should be no more picket- 
ing which prevents people from 
working in war plants. 

Boycotts Condemned. 
“There should be an end to boy- 
cotts which prevent the use of any 
needed materia] in the war effort. 
“There must be protection by 
Government of the fundamental 
American right to work and the

Compulsion Denounced. 


“Coercion and physical violence 
in forcing men to join or remain 
members of unions must vanish 
from the national scene. They have 
no place in relations between em- 
ployers and workers. Compulsion, 
violence and fear are enemies of 
the liberty for which this nation is 
fighting. — 

Morkers have been guaranteed 
the right to join organizations of 
their own choosing without coer- 
cion. The right not to join or to 
withdraw from such organizations 
is equally important and must like- 
wise be guaranteed and enforced. 

“Labor racketeering: Labor 
racketeers—that group of unscru- 
pulous and dictatorial labor leaders 
who use honest workers for unde- 
served personal gain, even at the 
expense of a nation hard pressed 
by war—are responsible for prac- 
tices which have no place in our 
American life.

Exceptions 
are made on week ends. 

Currently, Mrs. Shelton, who 
started her service Monday with 
a classified advertisement in the 
Post-Dispatch, makes her first ris-’ 
ing call at 5 o’clock and then has 
a split-minute scheduie until 7:30. 

Primary object of the experi- 

ment, she told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, is to assist her brother-in- 
law, Andrew Shelton, 6816 Robbins 
avenue, University City, who was 
permanently incapacitated in an 
accident several years ago. Shel- 
ton, who is 27, said he would take 
care of the night calls as the busi- 
ness expanded. .

Some method of dealing with the 
late afternogn ahd early évening 
jam on street cars and busses 
leaving downtown will be one. of 
the first jobs of a municipal trans- 
portation administrator whose ap- 
pointment is called for in a. bill 
prepared by the City Counselor's 
office. A draft of the bill-is ready 
for. submission Monday to the 


mittee which has already approved 
the general plan. : 

The. bill is expected to give 
the transportation administrator 
power to re-route any street car 
or bus line he: may deem fit, re- 
vise any schedules for these and 
set up and enforce a systém of 
staggered operation hours for 
downtown retail establishments. 

Pass "Mens Corners, 

Busses and street cars leaving 
the downtown area between 5 and 
6:30 p. m. are jammed to the 
doors, and many do not even stop 
to pick up passengers by the time 
they have reached Twelfth boule- 
vard. The condition has been in- 
tensified this week because gaso- 
line rationing has reduced the use 
of private automobiles. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter stood 
at Twelfth boulevard and Wash- 
ington avenue for 90 minutes 
last night. Of 295 outbound busses 
which passed, 130 were so loaded 
they did not stop to pick up pas- 
sengers,. 

On the Lindell line there were 
23 busses which did not stop, and 
only 18 that did. Between 5:55 and 
6:10 p. m. seven consecutive busses 
passed without stopping. 

On the Delmar line, five con- 
secutive busses passed without 
stopping at about the same time. 
In the hour and a half interval 
there were 63 busses, of which 
36 stopped. 

On the Page line there were 42 
busses, of which 26 stopped, but 
between 6:08 and 6:30 not a bus 
stopped. 

Nataral Bridge Line, 

Of 49 Cherokee busses, 26 
stopped; of 59 Natural Bridge 
bussés, 40 stopped; and of 41 Wal- 
nut Park busses, only 19 stopped. 

The Public Serviee Co. has been 
studying its routes and schedules 
in view of the strain placed on the 
transportation system by gasoline 
rationing, but does not contem- 
plate any changes now, preferring 
to leave this action to the trans- 
portation administrator expected 
to be appointed by the city. 

One step whith the transporta- 
tion administrator might take 
would. be to place in service 100 
of the old double deck busses 
which have been held by the com- 
pany for use in emergencies. 
An obstacle which has prevented 
use of these busses so far is the 
ordinance which set new safety 
standards for busses, enacted after 
the disastrous Christmas day bus 
fire last year. This ordinance re- 
quires, among other things, an 
emergency exit which may be op- 
erated manually by passengers. The 
100 old, busses do not have such 
exits.

WASHINGTON, Dec: 3 (AP).— 
Government bureaus in general 
and the Office of Price Adminis- 


‘tration in particular found them- 


selves the targets today of a con- 
gressional drive to retrieve some 
of the powers delegated in recent 
years to the executive arm of the 
Government. ‘ 

A “get-Leon-Henderson” move- 
ment was under way, with Demo- 
cratic House members, mostly 
from the South, joining in a 
chorus of criticism of the Price 
Administrator. 

Republicans kept on the side- 
lines, but influential minority mem- 
bers said they were ready to join 
in a campaign, expected to reach 
a climax early in the next Con- 
gress, to shear Henderson of 
much, if not all, of his authority 
and to apply a legislative squeeze 
on other emergency bureaus. 

“We are suffering from a severe 
ease of federalitis,” said Repre- 
sentative Barden (Dém.), North 
Carolina, in one of several attacks 
in the House yesterday on what 
most of the speakers referred to 
as “the bureaucrats.” 
| “Let Them Feel Us.” 

Barden drew applause from both 
Democrats and Republicans when 
he suggested that if the heads of 
Federal bureaus refuse to heed the 


-warning of Congress, “Let them 


feel us.” 

“Somebody down there,” he as- 
serted, referring to OPA, “wants 
to get the American people in the 
habit of crawling to him on their 
hands and knees and asking for 
something, even if it’s only a blank 
sheet of paper.” | 

The flare-up was touched off 
when Chairman Sumners (Dem.), 
Texas, of the House Judiciary 
Committee spoke of “an upsurge 


of the people” against OPA regu- | 
lations and requirements for ob- 


taining rationed goods. 

Republican leaders said privately 
they were counting on much sup- 
port from Southern Democrats in 
the next Congress, in which the 
Republican minority will be great- 
ly strengthened as a result of last 
month’s elections, in a move to 
curb Federal bureaus. 

Move to Deprive OPA of Funds. 

That the OPA, and perhaps other 
bureaus, would have difficulty get- 
ting appropriations from the next 
Congress was conceded even by 
some influential Democrats in the 
House. A drive to deprive OPA of 
any funds unless Henderson was 
ousted was launched after south- 
ern and southwestern Representa- 
tives failed last week in their at- 
tempt to forestall nation-wide gas- 
oline rationing.

“LONDON, Dec. 3 (AP). — The 
Admiralty announced today that 
the Allies had lost 11 naval ves- 
sels, including the small aircraft 
carrier Avenger, during the Amer- 
ican-led landings in North Africa 
and the toll was officially de- 


scribed in the House of Commons 
as considerably smaller than ex- 
pected.

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Under terms of the anti-infla- 
tion program outlined by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Economic Di- 
rector James F. Byrnes, the bu- 
reau must regulate all salaries ex- 
ceeding $5000 net a year, plus 
those under that figure when paid 
to non-farm unorganized adminis- 
trative, executive and professional 
workers. 

The bureau outlined definitions 
and broad terms of the program 
in a 21-page, single-spaced type- 
writen report. But a Treasury 
spokesman said: “There are thou- 
sands of questions that remain un- 
answered.” 

Some Exceptions to Rule. 


Though the new regulations in- 
dicated that there are many ways 
by which salary increases may be 
given, the bureau stressed that 
most of them must be approved 
by the Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner through one of the regional 
stabilization offices—or both em- 
ployer and employe may risk a 
$1000 fine or a year’s imprison- 
ment. 

Increases may be given withcut 
the commissioner’s approval only 
for individual promotion or re- 
classification, individual merit, 
length of service (under an estab- 
lished plan), in operation of a 
trainee system, or “such other rea- 
songs or circumstances as may be 
prescribed in rulings or regula- 
tions promulgated by the commis- 
sioner from time to time.” 

And in those cases, the possi- 
bility of varying definitions of the 
terms involved made observers 
question whether many employers 
would risk unapproved increases 
until specific rulings clarified each 
case, 

Concerning the $25,000-net limi- 
tation, the bureau indicated it 
would remain “open-minded” on 
such matters as charitable con- 
tributions, insurance premiums 
and fixed obligations, giving each 
person an individual treatment. 

Various Deductions. 


The regulations begin by saying 
that no salary may be paid which 
after deduction of Federal income 
taxes would exceed $25,000. But for 
the purpose of the regulations, the 
phrase “income taxes” is defined 
in such a way that the “basic sal- 
ary” allowable is $67,200. 

But higher salaries may be paid 
under certain circumstances. Al- 
lowances for more than $67,200 
will be permitted to permit the em- 
ploye to “maintain his customary 
contributions to charitable, educa- 
tional or other organizations.” 
However, the employe must es- 
tablish “to the satisfaction” of 
the Government that he cannot 
maintain these contributions fro 
his other income, without “undde 
hardship.” 


Similarly allowances may be 
made for insurance premiums, 
provided the employe cannot pay 
them from other income “without 
disposing of assets at a substan- 
tial financial loss resulting in un- 
due hardships.” The same kind 
of allowances are permissible for 
fixed obligations—which are de- 
fined as “any enforceable liabil- 
ity of the employe the amount of 
which liability was fixed and de- 
termined on Oct, 3, 1942.” 

Also, if the employe cannot meet 
his income taxes due on past in- 
come without sacrificing assets 
and suffering undue hardship, he 
may be allowed sufficient addi- 
tional salary to take care of the 
taxes, 

Thus it is apparent that in many 
cases the gross salary allowed will 
be far above $67,200. 

With regard to 1942 high 
bracket salaries, ‘the regulations 
provide that an employe can re 


1941, but cannot get increases be- 
yond a “basic” figure of $54,428 
unless his salary is fixed under a 
bona fide contract in effect on 
Oct. 3, 1942, The contract, it 
was added, may consist of a 


resolution by a company’s board 


of directors. 
Christmas Bonus. Stands. 

By definition and example these 
points were made: 

“Salary” covers any compensa- 
tion for personal services of an 
employe—bonuses, gifts, loans, 
commissions, fees, etc.—and “the 
commissioner is not precluded 
from determining, after investiga- 
tion, that amounts denominated, 
for example, as rents or royalties, 
are in fact salary payments sub- 
ject. to the controls set forth in 
these regulations.” 

Customary Christmas bonuses 
may be paid provided they do. not 
exceed last year’s. Christmas 
bonuses are covered by this clause: 
“A bonus or other form of addi- 
tional compensation which does 
not exceed in amount the bonus 
or other additional compensation 
to such employe for the last bonus 
year ending before Oct. 3, 1942, 
does not require approval by the 
commissioner,” the regulations 
said, 

“In addition,” the rules say, “a 
bonus based upon a fixed percen- 
tage of salary, where the per- 
centage has not been changed does 
not require approval by the com- 
missioner, even though the amount 
may be increased due to an au- 
thorized increase in salary.” 

Basis for Approval. 

“Increases in salary rates will 
not be approved,” the regulations 
continue, “unless necessary to cor- 
rect maladjustments or inequali- 
ties or to aid in the effective 
prosecution of the War.” —

PLANES SMASHING

A recent N. A. M. survey, he 
related, showed that 84 companies 
were obliged to file 3479 reports 
to the Government during one 
quarter, or an average of 164 ques- 
tionnaires per company per year. 

Cites “Super-Snoopers.” 

Fred A. Baughan, general man- 
ager of the Retail Food Dealers of 
California, predicted before the 
committee that unless groceries 
were relieved of what he called 
impractical price restrictions, they 
would be forced out of business and 
the Government would have to feed 
the people through food-dispensing 
stations. 

“We seem to be heading for a 
combination of technocracy and 
state socialism,” Baughan said. 

He said many California house- 
wives had become “personal in- 
spectors and super-snoopérs” in 
zealous efforts to enforce price- 
control regulations. 

He complained that requirements 
for listing ceiling prices and other 
information were placing a heavy 
burden on the undermanned staffs 
of retail firms. 

Baughan testified that employes 
of the Office of Price Administra- 
tion and the Surplus Commodities 
Corporation in California were 
“stooping to Gestapo methods” to 
enforce their rulings. 


The Political Effect. 


The authors of some of the Gov- 
ernment’s more complicated ques- 
tionnaires were accused by Chair- 
man: George (Dem.), Georgia, of 
the Senate Finance Committee of 
“sitting up nights trying to find 
some new way of making the coun- 
try go Republican.” 

George said in an interview he 
was confident Congress would take 
drastic steps to stem the tide of 
questionnaires and reports which 
have been issued by Government 
bureaus, probably by limiting ap- 
propriations or repealing authority 
under which such activities are 
carried out.

The time and money spent in an- 
swering questionnaires, he said, is 
absorbing man power, cutting prof- 
its and interfering with the Gov- 
ernment’s revenue receipts.

HERO ‘BUZZ’ WAGNER 
MISSING FOR 4 DAYS 


Army Ace Hunted Along Gulf 
Coast—Was on Routine 
Flight. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (AP).— 
Army flyers scanned the waters 
and coast line of the Gulf of Mex- 
ico today for Boyd D. (Buzz) 
Wagner, first American ace of 
World War II, missing four days 
on a routine flight. 

Wagner took off from an Army 
air base in Florida for Maxwell 
Field, Ala., and has been unre- 
ported since, the War Department 
announced, He was understood to 
have been flying a single engined 
pursuit plane, 

As a Lieutenant, Wagner was 
commanding a squadron of P-40s 
in the Philippines when the war 
started and within two weeks shot 
down five Japanese planes and led 
his squadron in destroying 24 more 
on the ground. 

Records are not complete on his 
victories, but the Air Forces credit 
him with destroying between 30 
and 50 enemy. planes in the air and 
on the ground. 

“Buzz”. won the Distinguished 
Service ‘Cross for extraordinary 
heroism before most of the Ameri- 
can planes on Luzon were de- 
stroyed. He was assigned to Aus- 
tralia, where a Japanese bullet 
smashed his windshield and sent 
a sliver of glass into his eye, re- 
stricting his flying. 

Awarded the Purple Heart and 
made an instructor in Australia, 
Wagner taught combat tactics to 
new pilots just arrived from the 
United States. He refused to stay 
grounded, however, and soon was 
leading one of his green squadrons 
into battle over New Guinea. He 
accounted for three enemy planes

U. S. TANKS FAR SUPERIOR 
TO NAZIS’, ASSERTS GENERAL 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3 (AP). — 
American tank design is so far 
ahead of the Germans that the 
Nazis “never will catch up,” Maj. 
Gen. Levin H. Campbell Jr., Army 


Chief of Ordnance, said last night 
in his first interview since-his re- 
turn from the African war front. 

Our M-4 tanks, which the British 
refer to as the “General Sher- 
mans,” have a devastating effect 
at a range of 2000 yards—700 yards 
farther than the effectiveness of 
German tanks, he said. 

Praising the manner in which 
the British Eighth Army handled 
the American tanks against Mar- 
shal Erwin Rommel, Gen, Camp- 
bell said the German rout was so 
complete they “left behind a sam- 
ple of everything Rommel had, in- 
cluding his shoes.” ‘ 

He said the United States Army 
was returning to this country cap- 
tured ordnance for study and com- 
parison, and that within the last 
few days he had sent 45 picked of- 
ficers to various war theaters “with 
the sole duty of getting enemy ma- 
teriel back to the Aberdeen proving 
grounds in Maryland.” 

He added that he believed he

An investigation by Mayor Wil- 
liam Dee Becker into the\question 
of contributions by city employes 
in the classified service to the 


Republican campaign fund for the 
November election was under way 
today following disclosure yester- 
day that at least four employes had 
made contributions and that pos- 
sibly some others had. 

The question raised by these con- 
tributions is practical application 
of the civil service charter amend- 
ment, which expressly forbids en- 
forced contributions. 

The pertinent section of the 
amendment provides: “No person 
in the classified service shall be 
under any obligation to contribute 
to any fund or to render any politi- 
cal service, and no such person 
shall do so or be removed or other- 
wise prejudiced for refusing to do

When the contributions in ques- 
tion, as listed in the financial re- 
port of the Republican City Com- 
mittee, were brought to the atten- 
tion of First Associate City Coun- 
selor George L. Stemmler yester- 
day he expressed the off-hand 
opinion to reporters that they vio- 
lated the law.

Paper limitations here are due 
to shutting off of Scandinavian 
pulp sources and to reductions in 
shipping from Canada. They in- 
clude control of the size and cir- 
culation of newspapers and a com- 
prehensive civilian campaign, cov- 
ering even the salvage of bus ticket 
stubs and the re-use of envelopes. 


Word of Ernst’s trip to England 
to study paper restrictions there 
for the WPB was viewed as sig- 
nificant in paper circles in New 
York, in view of recent warnings 
by American and Canadian gov- 
ernment officials that paper con- 
sumption in North America would 
have to be curtailed as a wartime 
measure. 

The only step thus far taken 
has been freezing paper production 
in the United States and North 
America at levels no higher than 
for the second and third quarters 
of this year, effective Nov. 1, last. 
American per men, however, 
have insisted that there is no sim- 
ilarity between British and North 
American paper problems, since 
Britain must receive its paper 
from overseas.

Mussolini's 
Reply

F the speech which Benito Mus- 

solini delivered to the Fascist 

Chamber of Corperations yester- 
day was the best he could do by 
way of a reply to Winston Church- 
ill’s latest blast at him, then Italy 
must, indeed, be close to collapse. 

The Mussolini who. spoke this 
time was not the boastful, blus- 
tering, vainglorious Mussolini who 
for so long strutted across the 
world’s stage all dressed up as a 
twentieth century Caesar; the Mus- 
solini who so blithely ordered his 
legions to give battle to the prim- 
itively armed tribesmen of Ethio- 
pia; who without compunction 
stabbed France in the back; who 
grew lyrical about Graziani’s 
“lightning thrust” across the Egyp- 
tian border to Sidi Barrani and 
other “victories” of the vanished 
past. 

Wednesday’s speech was that of 
a broken-down and bewildered man 
who sees the house of cards he 
spent 20 years in erecting falling 
to pieces about him. Mussolini has 
lost everything—his‘ honor, his 
empire, his reputation, his author- 
ity—everything but his voice. And 
even that voice is only a faint 
and feeble echo of its former self.

Sands Are Running Out. 
HE sands are running out for 
Mussolini and Fascist Italy and 
no rhetorical posturings by the 
Duce will avert the inevitable end. 


Mussolini’s speech was nonethe- 
less significant—significant that 
he found it necessary to make it, 
significant for what it said. 


It is evident that the B. B. C.’s 
round-the-clock, day-after-day 
broadcasts of Churchill’s speech 
have reached the Italian people. 
And accompanied as they were by 
block-buster bombs rained on Tu- 
rin, Milan and other Italian cities 
they could not but have a pow- 
erful effect. Mussolini could hard- 
ly afford to ignore the plea of the 
British leader, he had no choice 
but to reply. ; 


But his reply was all rhetoric 
and no reason and it is doubtful 
if it will have any effect in stem- 
ming the panic that is sweeping 
the Italian kingdom. | 


The Italians are, at bottom, a 
logical and practical people, They 
know the grim facts of their situa- 
tion. They know they have lost 
their empire, they know they have 
already lost the war. They know 
that their cities are being bombed 
into rubble with worse yet to come. 
They will not be comforted or 
cajoled by Mussolini’s boastful ref- 
erences to Japanese victories or 
German promises of aid or predic- 
tions that in the long run all will 
be well,

T IS characteristic of Mussolini 
| that he is incapable of concéal- 

ing his alarms. His speeches are 
like photographic negatives. They 
reveal, in reverse, the image of his 
worries. 

Thus when he declared that if 
the Italian people gave up it 
“would renounce forever its dreams 
of being a great nation.” You can 
take it for granted that large num- 
bers of Italians are quite willing to 
allow Italy to sink to a third-rate 
power if in so doing they could win 
peace. : 

Similarly, when Mussolini boast- 
ed that the Italians “will not be 
inferior to the British and the Rus- 
sians,”, he was by implication ex- 
pressing his concern that as a re~ 
sulf of their defeats and the bomb- 
ing of their cities, Italians would 
give way to panic. Indeed he spe- 
cifically admitted as much when he 
announced that mass evacuation of 
civilians from the bombed centers 
has been ordered. And when he

Grew Discloses Chiang Peace Bid 
To Japan at Start of War in 1937 


Former Ambassador, Coming Here Tomor- 
row, Tells of Rejected Armistice Proposal in 
Letter Introducing New Book. 


o Chiang Kai-shek offered an 
armistice to Japan within 10 
days or two weeks agter the out- 
break of hostilities between China 
and Japan in July, 1937, is made 
by Joseph C. Grew, United States 
Ambassador to Japan until the 
war began, in a book which is to 
be published next Monday, the first 
anniversary of the attack on Pearl 
Harbor,

Louis Harvard .Club, refers to the 
offer of an armistice in a hither- 
to unpublished letter which he 
wrote on Sept. 1, 1941, to’a Japa- 
nese friend. — 

This letter serves as an intro- 
duction to the book, “Report From 
Tokyo,” which is to be published 
by Simon and Schuster. Grew’s 
letter was in reply to one from his 
Japanese friend who wrote ex- 
pressing the hope that the Amer- 
ican Government would ultimate- 
ky come to sympathize, and, if pos- 


sible, to co-operate with Japan in 


pursuing her “legitimate interests 
and aspirations.” 


Grew’s Reply. 

The Ambassador wrote. to his 
friend, and sent copies of the let- 
ter to other influential Japanese, 
that America appreciated Japan’s 
legitimate interests and aspira- 
tions, but that relations between 
the countries could not improve 
unless Japan was willing to aban- 
don aggression by force. 

“To turn to the China affair,” 
his letter continued, “few people 
know, but I know, that about 10 
days or a fortnight after the out- 
break “of hostilities in July, 1937, 
Chiang Kai-shek sent a message 
through the British Embassy here 
(in Tokyo) to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment, offering an immediate 
armistice and the withdrawal of 
all Chinese troops if the Japanese 
troops would likewise withdraw to 
a given line pending negotiations. 

“Mr, Dodds was then tke British 
charge d’affaires, and when he re- 


‘ceived that message from the Brit- 


ish Ambassador in Nanking, he 
came to ask my advice as to 
whether he ought to deliver it to 
the Japanese Government without 
instructions from London, because 
his own Government might regard 
the step as in the nature of offer- 
ing mediation, yet the m@ssage was 
too urgent for him to wait for 
instructions. : 

“T told him that he could not 
possibly take the responsibility of 
not delivering the message imme- 
diately, so he did so, and later 
London approved. The message 
was delivered to Mr. Horinouchi, 
who was then Vice Foreign Min- 
ister. But it died, alas, and noth- 
ing came of it. ; ‘

Urges End to Monopoly. 

“To have this, an end must be 
put to monopoly of power by any 
country and by any class.

“The war has shown us that the 
way of monopoly, of unrestricted 
power, whether political or eco- 
nomic, is @ way that leads to de- 
struction, desolation and death.

claims of humanity are supreme.”

Fortunately, these repub- 
lics not only have declared war on 
our enemies, but they are working 
in the closest collaboration with 
us. 


These little nations were the first 
to join up with us after Pearl Har- 
bor. We cannot forget that Costa 
Rica actually beat us to the goal 
and declared was on Japan before 
we did. When I mentioned some 
of these things to a Congressman 
a few days ago he laughed and 
said: “What can these little ba- 
nana republics do, even if they 
have declared war?” 


Growing Rubber Hemp. 


In the first place most of them 
are no longer banana republics. 
Some of the banana fields are now 
being planted with hemp and rub- 
ber and other trees that will fur- 
nish us products which we former- 
ly got from the Philippines, from 
Java, Malaya and the Far East. 
Several are going to produce 
vegetables and other foods for our 
forces in the Canal Zone and in 
the great military bases we now 
have and must maintain in that 
part of the world. 


Every single one of these coun- 
tries has opened its gates to con- 
tingents of the armed forces of the 
United States. Planes and ships 
fly and sail out from their shores 
to patrol the shipping lanes, hunt 
down submarines and protect the 


Canal and the mainland of the 


- 


United States., These planes and 
ships go out into the Pacific, as 
well as into. the Gulf of Mexico 
and the Caribbean. What can 
these little republics do? They 
are furnishing us with bases and 
foods and critical materials and 
other facilities with which we are 
defending our lifeline, and even 
our own soil. 

There are so many of our sol- 
diers in several of these countries 
that their cities look like United 
States instead of Central Ameri- 
can cities. All of which is af- 
fecting, even changing, their social 
customs and ways of life. What is 
more, they have welcomed these 
men, made them feel at home, 
Working under such circumstances, ° 
there are bound to be misunder- 
standings, clashes of temperament, 
unfortunate incidents. But there 
are so few serious incidents and 
disturbances in comparison to the 
number of men stationed there 
that you seldom hear about them, 
Active Co-operation. 

Great credit also must go to the 
citizens of these republics and to 
officials and leaders for their 
cordial and generous treatment of 
our men. In most of the countries 
you will find the streets patroled 
by both native and our own mili- 
tary policemen. But they travel 
together, two by two, a native and 
a North American. Each learns to 
know and to like the other. And 
they deal out justice fairly and im- 
partially. . 

The people of Guatemala and 
their President, Gen. Jorge Ubico, 
deserve special thanks for their

in the battle off the Solomon Islands last month, 
little more was heard of the disquieting reports 
about divided command in the Southwest Pacific 
area, Gen. MacArthur's planes played a notable 
part in helping smash back the Jap forces in the 
engagement described by Secretary Knox as Round 2 
of the struggle for that important strategic area. 


‘Army-Navy co-operation, which had been reported 


lacking or incomplete previously, with damaging 
results, seemed at last to be assured. 

Now, however, this troublesome issue is revived, 
and it reappears in the news from no less a source 
than Gen. MacArthur’s headquarters in Australia. A 
dispatch originating there, written by Brydon Taves, 
United Press staff correspondent, contains this sig- 
nificant paragraph in describing the New Guinea 
campaign: 

It was pointed out here that the Allies are en- 
‘tirely without naval support which would have 
facilitated progress in battering down the care- 
fully prepared Japanese positions. A flotilla of 
warships, it was emphasized, could pummel the 
Japanese from the sea and. entirely surround 
them with a rint of fire. 


This statement, of course, does not have the weight 
of an official communique. Naturally, no implied 
criticism of this sort is permitted to appear in a 
communique. But the dispatch does have authorita- 
tive status in that it was made by a MacArthur 
spokesman and was approved by the censor at Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters. The censor would pass 
nothing which the commander disapproved. The 
fact that this dispatch reached the United States 
means that its publication has been approved by the 
Army authorities on the spot. 

This dispatch means that the desperate fighting 
to push the Japs out of New Guinea is an “Army 
show,” to paraphrase the expression, “Navy show,” 
which MacArthur’s headquarters used to describe 
the original offensive in the Solomons. 

It means that American and Australian Army 
forces alone have repelled the Jap. threat to Port 
Moresby, the jumping-off place for an attack on 
Australia, and that these forces alone are whittling 
down’ the enemy’s slim foothold on the Buna and 
Gona bases. If naval vessels could be brought up, 
the Japs would be cut off on every side and perhaps 
annihilated. Yet, despite the Allies’ air superiority, 
the Navy has found it impossible to supply such as- 
sistance, 

There may be a sound strategic reason why this 
support has not come. Yet, as H. V. Kaltenborn has 
pointed out, it is clear that nobody has explained 
this reason, if there is one, to MacArthur. Other- 
wise, this statement would not have been made and 
its publication would not have been approved. 

This lack of co-operation brings sharply to mind 
again the fact that the New Guinea campaign is 
being directed by the Army from Australia, while 
the Solomon Islands campaign is being directed by 
the Navy from Pearl Harbor. Originally, the line 
of demarcation ran squarely through the middle 
of Guadalcanal Island but this was changed when 
the island was attacked by the Navy. 

Unity of command in a theater of war is a 
military axiom and has, for instance, been observed 
in the invasion of North Africa by making Gen. 
Eisenhower commander of the Allied forces. Official 
sources have denied failure to co-operate existed in 
the Pacific, and persons who made such charges have 
been assailed as typewriter strategists. This time, 
however, the complaint that MacArthur is not get- 
ting naval support does not come from a typewriter 
keyboard; it comes straight from MacArthur’s head- 
quarters. 
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THE LOGAN-WALTER BILL IS REVIVED. 

A suggestion of what is probably coming on the 
domestic front when the new Congress convenes in 
January ig the action of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee in reporting favorably on the Logan-Walter 
bill to give the Federal courts authority to review 
the findings of fact of the administrative agencies. 

’ This bill, which created a terrific storm in Con- 
gress two years ago, would now be law except for a 
presidential veto that was not overriden. To put it 
simply, the measure would wreck the administrative 
procedure built up over a half-century of Federal 
regulation. There is no doubt that this procedure 
can be improved; indeed, it is in constant process of 
refinement. But the Logan-Walter bill to throw 
every administrative ruling into the courts would 
cause an unprecedented log jam in the Government. 
Renewed activity in this quarter is a sign and a por- 
tent. 
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AN ENCOURAGING SIGN. 

It is encouraging to find members of the Legisla- 
ture from St. Louis and the county meeting with 
the Bar Association’s committee on criminal law. 
It may very well forecast action for modernization 
of Missouri's criminal procedure, which has so often 
been blocked by the lawyer clique in the Legislature. 

The Missouri Bar Association and other forces 
for reform of the State’s ancient criminal code re- 
peatedly have sponsored needed changes. Repre- 
sentatives of these groups have gone to Jefferson 
City and demonstrated the need for their adoption. 
The bills have been taken under advisement by the 
committees. There they died without ever really 
seeing the light of day. — 

But things have happened since the last regular 
meeting of the Legislature. St. Lowis got rid of its 
19 Democratic legislators without so much as‘a 


primary fight. Every one of them had voted for the } 


governorship steal, Kansas City put on its own 
cleanup campaign. ‘The primary and the election 
brought many other changes in the Legislature's 
membership.

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BACK TO CIVIL WAR DAYS. — 
Walter Kerr of the New York Herald Tribune has 
radioed from Moscow an excellent account of how 
the two Russian offensives, extending like encircling 
claws from Stalingrad, were carried out against 
powerful Nazi defensive systems. The artillery, 
which has not received proper credit for its work in 
this war, save when a heavy concentration blasted 
Rommel a few weeks ago, is recognized by Kerr for 
the part it has been playing in the Russian gains. 
At the same time, he makes clear that it was used 
in co-ordination with infantry, tanks and planes. 
Briefly, after exhaustive preliminary reconnais- 
sance, a heavy artillery barrage smashed the Nazis’ 
fine anti-tank defenses and weakened the infantry’s 
morale. Then the tanks came crashing. through. 
Right on the heels of the tanks came the artillery 
pieces “ready to break up the counterattack of ene- 


- 
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my tanks and suppress the fire of enemy artillery. 


Regulations say these guns must keep as close as 
possible to the advancing tanks and be ready to 
open direct fire over open sights.” 
Such tactics would have pleased old Gen. Nathan 
Bedford Forrest, the Confederate cavalryman who 
was one of the greatest natural military geniuses 
of all time. When Forrest ordered the artillery put 
in the front lines at the Battle of Brice’s Crossroads, 
his artillery commander protested, “General, we 
might lose our guns.” Forrest agreed, then repeated 
the order. So up they went and an overwhelming 
Union force went down to defeat, withered by the 
unexpected direct cannon fire. It proved that For- 
rest was speaking truthfully when he once remarked 
that he never studied tactics—just fought. He should 
have added that he also used his brains. : 
The Russian commander at Stalingrad who w 
responsible for the tactics that smashed the German 
anti-tank defenses must have given considerable 
front-line reconnaissance and hours of study to his 
successful plan. It is heartening to know that re- 
sourceful commanders and open gun sights, even in 
this day of mechanized warfare, are just as impor- 
tant on occasions as they were in the days of 1861-65,

the Italian people yesterday. This was a whining, 
sputtering, deflated figure, trying to whip his war- 
weary subjects into a fighting mood, begging them 
not to give up, beseeching that they have faith in 
Germany’s power to rescue them, imploring that 
Italians be as brave as their previously discredited 
enemies, the British and Russians. 

“Our comradeship with Germany becomes every 
day deeper and more intimate,” said Mussolini as 
his crowning touch, Since no Italian can help 
knowing that this means “our subservience to Ger- 
many,” Il Duce’s audience must have shuddered at 
the thought that the “comradeship” with the Nazis 
is becoming more intimate, 

Winston Churchill’s address of last Sunday must 
have reached the Italian people, and it must have 
created a profound impression. Otherwise, Musso- 
lini would surely not have attempted to make a 
public answer, The tenor of his pathetic address 
told volumes, It said for all the world to hear 
that the Italians want to quit the war, and that 
Mussolini feels himself tottering into oblivion, 
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THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE’S NEW CRUSADE. 

The Chicago Tribune has decided to do its bit with 
“a little plan for the encouragement of democracy 
both in England and here,” which has the merit of 
startling originality, at least. To demonstrate its 
faith in the great democratic tenet of equality, as 
laid down in the Atlantic Charter and the Four Free- 
doms, the Tribune will cease using titles of nobility 
in its columns wherever they can be avoided, 

Thus, Admiral Sir Horatio Hornblower will be 
just plain Admiral Hornblower when the Tribune 
reports his doings. Sir Stafford Cripps will hence- 
forth be Stafford Cripps, without knightly decora- 
tions. The Tribune admits it is puzzled as to Lord 
Halifax. Should he be Mr, Halifax, or Citizen Hali- 
fax, or merely Halifax? This problem could be 
solved in full accordance with the Tribune’s new 
principle by calling the British Ambassador by his 
baptismal name, Edward Frederick Lindley Wood, 
ex¢ept that readers wouldn’t know whom the pape 
was talking about. 

There will be quite a question, too, when the 
Tribune happens to mention King George and Queen 
Elizabeth. Obviously, if a Lord or a Duke is taboo, 
a monarch must be even more untouchable. Calling 
this British couple Mr. and Mrs. Windsor might do, 
but it would lead to some confusion with the Bahama 
Island Windsors. 

The Tribune confesses that its new campaign will 
haye its complications; that: its copyreaders may 
find their work “as tedious as picking birdshot out 
of a prairie chicken.” The copyreaders, while un- 


‘doubtedly standing in no awe of titles, would prob- 


ably vote to leave their elimination to the British. 
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ILLINOIS JOINS THE BLACKOUT.

HE great goal on the home front of 

America is to achieve maximum war 

production. If the overtime provisions 
of the Fair Labor Standards Act interfere 
with the achievement of this goal, I believe 
that they should be eliminated at once. 


Of course the answer to the question, 
“Should overtime pay be abolished?” has 
nothing to do with preserving what has 
come to be called “social gains.” They must 
fall, like anything else, if they are interfer- 
ing with the war effort. 

What are the facts? The truth of the 
matter is that the elimination of the pro- 
vision to pay time-and-one-half for all hours 
worked over 40 a week will not add one 
single man-hour to production, 


Nor does this provision hinder in any way 
whatsoever the achievement of our produc- 
tion goal. On the contrary, by eliminating 
overtime pay, our war production may well 
be seriously hampered at a most crucial 
moment, 


The elimination of overtime pay repre- 
sents a pay cut, and the inevitable result of 
such a pay cut will be tremendous pres- 
sures to raise wage rates to make up for 
the loss in pay. 


Would Upset Wage Structure. 


The wage structure of the country has 
just been stabilized. We have just reached 
the point where any further wage increase 
must be thoroughly and systematically jus- 
tified. To throw this stabilized pay struc- 
ture out of kilter at the present time would 
be utter folly. 


Time-and-one-half provisions have been 
written into many union. agreements for 
years. The Fair Labor Standards Act sim- 


| ply incorporated this established practice 


and extended it to include all industries in 
— commerce, whether unionized or 


The elimination of the overtime provision 
of the act would affect only the unorganized 
and the low-paid workers, thus creating 
gross inequities. It would reduce the wages 
of the low-paid workers who are already 
hard-pressed because of the increasing cost 
of living during the last few years, 


Of course, the requirement to pay over- 
time does not in any way limit the work 
week to 40 hours. The term “40-hour week” 
is derived from the fact that time-and-one- 
half must be paid for all hours worked over 
40 in a given week, 


Working Hours and War Production 


Eliminating overtime provision would not add one man-hour to 
making armaments, Federal official says; repeal proposal in reality 
means wholegale pay cuts, which would unbalance nation’s econom- 
ic machine; workers in war plants now average 48 hours a week.

Workers in our war industries are being 
employed 48 hours, 56 hours and even as 
many as 70 hours per week and are still 
being paid on the so-called “40-hour week” 
basis. In fact, the average scheduled work 
week for most of the workers in our war 
industries is already 48 hours, which is the 
figure generally agreed upon for the great- 
est production in the long run. 


When people say that we cannot win the 
war on a work eek of only 43 hours, they 
are using a figure that includes not only 
civilian goods industries, where shortage 
of materials is causing part-time work, but 
such war industries as steel, where maxi- 
mum production is best assured by a con- 
tinuous process around the clock with four 
shifts of 40 hours each. They overlook the 
fact that nine-tenths or more of the workers 
in machine tools, shipbuilding and other 
vital war industries have been working up 
to 56 and more hours per week. 


Simply a Matter of Pay. 


Let’s be realistic and practical about this 
question. Let’s face the fact that this is 
simply a matter of pay and not a matter of 
hours. Let’s realize that for the employe 
who is getting 50 cents an hour—though 
you hear only of the spectacularly high 
wages—the difference between working 48 
hours at time-and-one-half and 48 hours at 
straight time is only a question of whether 
we will pay the employe $26 a week or $24 
a week, ; 


This is no time to cut the wages of mil- 
lions of workers. This is no time to throw a 
monkey wrench into our delicately balanced 
economic machine, which we are trying so 
desperately to stabilize. 


The American people want maximum war 
production, and they are going to get it. 
They are going to get it because, once they 
know the facts, they will insist that pro- 
duction not be interfered with by changing 
the rules of the game in the emergency. 
They are going to get it because their native 
common sense tells them that this is no 
time to rock the boat. 


Of course, there is the usual vocal minor- 
ity which now sees an opportunity to use the 
war crisis to sap the progress which it has 
never before been able to stop, but the 
American people are going to decide this 
question solely from the standpoint of pro- 
moting the war effort. Production is running 
smoothly—let’s not interrupt it.

One Pound of Steak 


Might, for Example, 


Equal Eight Pounds of Hamburger 
oe Under Coupon System. 


- WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (AP). — 
We'll all have a new ration book 
early next year, filled with red and 
blue coupons by which the Office 


of Price Administration will guide 


and limit the kinds and quantities 
of meat we eat, 

There will be red ‘coupons 
stamped A-1, A-2 and so on, and 
others marked B-1, B-2 and on up 
the scale. The whole alphabet will 
be used. This is'to be repeated 
with a set of similarly lettered and 
numbered blue coupons, 

The numbers represent “points.” 
A point represents so much meat. 
The letters stand for the period in 
which it is bought. 

It’s all very indefinte as yet, but 
OPA officials say it would work 
out this way: ' 

For February, for example, OPA 
would designate red coupons bear- 
ing the letter “A.” It also would 


limit each individual to so many 
“points” of meat. Simultaneously, 
it would fix the equivalent of a 
“point” or “points” in various kinds 
and grades of meat. 

The value of the points has not 
been established yet, but (again 
by way of illustration (a pound of 
hamburger might be made the 
quivalent of one point, while a 

und of bacon, a scarcity, would 
be the equivalem of five. A pound 
of porterhouse steak might be set 
at eight points, a pound of lamb 
chops at three. 

After that it’s up to us. We'll 
get just the equivalent of 48 points 
in meat and no more. We can 
eat 48 pounds of hamburger or 
six of porterhouec steak in Febru- 
ary. Or we can, by careful plan- 
ning, vary the meat menu to make 
it come out to some of everything. 
But 48 points is the limit. 


$227,328 FOR DIRECT RELIEF 
IN STATE DURING DECEMBER 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 3. — 
An allotment of $277,328 of State 
funds for direct relief in Missouri 
during December, including $106,- 
669 for St. Louis, was made yes- 
terday by the State Social Security 
Commission. This was an increase 
of $14,242 in the statewide allot- 
ment and an increase of $2758 for 
St. Louis, compared to November. 
The December allowance virtu- 
ally will exhaust the State appro- 
priation of six million dollars for 
direct relief in. the 1941-1942 bi- 
ennial period. No Federal funds 
are provided for direct relief. 
The December State allowance 
is for a relief roll carrying 30,465 
persons, including St. Louis, a de- 
crease of 1120 from November. In 
St. Louis the December roll is es- 
timated at 10,062 persons, a de- 
crease of 540. The allotments were 
based on an average of $22.76 per 
relief case, on a state-wide basis 
and an average of $26.50 per case 
in St. Louis. The November av- 
erages were $20.82 for the State 
and $24.50 for St. Louis. Relief 
cases average slightly under three 
persons.

Freezing of Contracts K. O’d. 


The proposal to freeze minor 
league territory and contracts in 
case leagues disband was voted 
down.

U. S. Commissioner Says 


Efforts to Block Inves-

HARRISBURG, Pa., Dec. 3 (AP). 
—United States Commissioner Sid- 
ney E. Friedman said today there 
was “a solid basis in fact” for re- 
ports of irregularities in the con- 
struction of the 40-million-dollar 
naval supply depot at nearby Me- 
chanicsburg. Efforts are being 


made to block an official investi- 
gation, he charged. 

He asserted the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and naval intel- 
ligence had been inquiring into the 
matter for some time but “the cur- 
tain apparently dropped when the 
investigation began to disclose se- 
rious offenses which threatened to 
involve higher-ups.” 

“If I thought revelation of this 
information would prove  detri- 
mental to future investigation or 
injurious to public morale and the 
war effort,” said Friedman, “I 
would have nothing to say. 

“However, the reports of whole- 
sale irregularities in the construc- 
tion of the naval supply depot have 
a sound basis in fact. My docket 
is a public record and occurrences 
in my office or in my presence 
which affect the public good are 
public property. 

“And because it is now appar- 
ent to me that efforts are being 
made, apparently successfully, to 
stultify, hamper and stop the in- 
vestigation and prosecutions, I 
feel the facts should be revealed.” 

The naval depot, chief supply 
base for ships operating on the 
East Coast. and also for materials 
destined for overseas shipment, 
was dedicated Oct. 1. It is 150 
miles inland, 

Friedman said United States At- 
torney Frederick VY. Follmer au- 
thorized prosecutions early in the 
inquiry. Then Washington stepped 
in and restricted Follmer and Fed- 
eral investigators all down the 
line, Friedman asserted,

Such men should 
a, immediately be checked in their law-breaking, for violating a

man to continue in crime, actually makes one an accessory to 
the crime. Management cannot function effectively if it is 
stabbed in the back by uccasional higher-ups who vacillate and 
double cross. There should be no hesitation in calling an 
obvious wrong a wrong, and punishing the wrongdoer. 
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WITHOUT EFFICIENT management, our whole economic 
and industrial system would collapse. Russia discovered that 
fact after she had driven management out of the country and 
then frantically tried to hire American experts to help get her 
back into production.

You cannot keep the morale of management 
up to par unless every executive is supported all the way to the 
top in every correct decision or action which he undertakes. A 
good president, vice-president or superintendent must be one 
who will never back down when justice is on his side.

It is said of unexpectedly happy 
tidings.

Even after reaching this highly 
favorable end position, many de- 
clarers would go astray, I fear. 
They would ruff dummy’s last 
club, figuring that if West over- 
ruffed he would only be using up 
his sure trump trick. Actually, 
West would be doing a much 
greater service for his own team, 
because. if declarer did ruff the 
club and permit the overruff, West 
would then have a perfectly safe 
exit card, his last trump. Dummy 
would be back on lead with the 
diamond ace and declarer would 
have to lose a heart trick, and his 
contract. 


An expert would not give West 
the slightest chance for escane. He 
would first cash the diamond ace, 
then do either of two things, both 
effective. (a) He would ruff a club. 
If West overruffed, he would have 
to lead a heart, permitting declarer 
to win with the jack, then to cash 
the ace and king. If West refused 
to overruff, declarer’s ace and king 
of hearts would be the tenth and 
eléventh tricks. (b) Or, after cash- 
ing the diamond ace, South could 
lead a low heart te the ace, then 
throw West on lead with the 
trump.

Joys of an 


Open Fire

NEW YORK, Dec. 2. 


F ANYONE knows a quiet, well 

behaved pyromaniac who wants 

a good, steady job for the win- 
ter, I’d like to have his name and 
address. He’d get board and room 
in exchange for helping me keep 
the two fireplaces in our house 
going. What with the fuel oil 
shortage, we need the fireplaces in 
action nearly all of the time and 
I have been placed in charge of 
them. 

I think I would have done just 
as good a job as choreographer of 
the Russian Ballet as I am doing 
with these fireplaces. How many 
times have I wished, since this win- 
ter set in, that I hadn’t been a 
playboy and a rake during my Boy 
Scout days and had paid attention 
to the lessons in fire building. 


It takes me just short of an hour 
to get a fire going.

This has been called the largest 
medical undertaking in history by 
Dr. G. Canby Robinson, the able 
national director of the blood do- 
nor service. It is one of the most 
important war activities in which 
the civilian population is engaged; 
all of this blood is obtained from 
volunteer donors. 

In Los Angeles a young man in 
a sailor’s uniform walked into the 
blood donor’s center and asked to 
donate a pint of blood. Workers in 
the center noticed a service star 
pinned on the sailor’s uniform. In 
reply to a question it was found 
that his name was Mel Van Kuren, 
a gunner’s mate, first class, of the 
United States Navy. He had been 
wounded at Pearl Harbor and had 
received eight transfusioons of 
plasma. On leave, he was visiting 
the center to pay back the blood 
donations which he believed had 
saved his life.

IN CHICAGO 1000 employes ofa 
large mail order house donated one 
pint of blood each within a week. 
On the West Coast 40,000 members 
of one of the major labor unions 
pledged donations and 507 were 
bled in one day. 

The A. F. of L, &nd the CIO 
both have blood donor’s honor 
rolls issued to all local unions and 
central centers where Red Cross 
blood banks have been established. 
Already the Red Cross has ex- ' 
ceeded the 380,000 pints of blood — 
requested for delivery by June 30, 
last. 

The Red Cross Centers have to 
be located in cities where there are 
processing laboratories to prepare 
the blood after it has been taken 
from the donor’s arm. The. Red 
Cross assures us that as laboratory 
capacity increases additional cen- 
ters will be added and nearly all 
who wish to can participate in 
these patriotinc donations. 

The new quotas require a total 
of 50,000 bleedings a week. The 
project naturally, in assuming 
such proportions, requires a very 
considerable organization. The 
Blood Donor Service is an assem- 
bly-line, mass-production job re- 
quiring the highest degree of con- 
trol and supervision. 

No doctor questions the great 
advance which has been made in 
the treatment of injury and shock 
due to injury by having available 
these blood plasma banks, and it 
is to be hoped that everyone will 
feel moved to offer his services 
for this patriotic work.
